Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see amendment, filed 05/05/2006, with respect to Office Action 
mailed 2/07/2006 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-14 
and 28 has been withdrawn. 

AMENDMENT 

In the listing of the claims in the amendments to the claims filed 5/05/2006, claims 15-27 
are canceled on page 4. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

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Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-14 and 28 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Instant application 
claims and discloses a backlight assembly for an LCD apparatus and an LCD apparatus. 
Regarding claim 1 : 

A backlight assembly for an LCD apparatus, comprising: a lamp emitting light; a light 
guide plate including a light-entering surface which light from lamp enters, and a light-emitting 
surface that emits light; a lamp reflector having an opening toward light-entering surface and 
combined to light guide plate, accommodating and covering lamp; and a light interceptive part 
being separate from lamp reflector interposed between light-emitting surface and lamp reflector 
and configured so as to be fitted on the edge of lamp reflector, and preventing light from lamp 
from entering through an edge at which light-entering surface and light-emitting surface are 
intersected. 

The prior art of record, USPN 6,435,685 B2 to Matsushita, does not show and would not 
have suggested claim 1 taken as a whole. In particular, a light interceptive part configured so as 
to be fitted on the edge of the reflector is not met by the prior art of record. 

Claims 2-14 depend directly or indirectly from claim 1, add further limitations, and are 
allowable for the same reasons. 

Regarding claim 28: 

An LCD apparatus comprising an LCD panel to display a picture and a backlight assembly 
disposed in a rear of LCD panel and lightening LCD panel, backlight assembly comprises: a 
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lamp to emit light; a light guide plate including a light-entering surface through which light from 
lamp enters, and a light-emitting surface through which light is emitted; a lamp reflector having 
an opening toward light-entering surface and combined to light guide plate, accommodating and 
covering lamp; and a light interceptive part interposed between light-emitting surface and lamp 
reflector and configured so as to be fitted on the edge of lamp reflector and preventing light from 
lamp from entering through an edge at which light-entering surface and light-emitting surface are 
intersected. 

The prior art of record, USPN 6,435,685 B2 to Matsushita, does not show and would not 
have suggested claim 1 taken as a whole. In particular, a light interceptive part configured so as 
to be fitted on the edge of the reflector is not met by the prior art of record.
